Reasons for the enactment 


Under section 2 of the Tamil Nadu Panchayats and Panchayat Union 
Councils ( Extension of Term of Office ) Act , 1975 ( Tamil Nadu Act 34 of 
1975 ), the term of office of the members and the Chairmen of all the 
Panchayat Union Councils has been extended up to the noon on the 1st 
day of August, 1976 . 


The Government of Tamil Nadu have decided to extend the term of 
office of the members and the Chairmen of all the Panchayat Union 
Councils for a period of six months , that is up to the noon on the 1st 
day of February , 1977. 


The Bili seeks to give effect to the above decision . 


The President issued a Proclamation on the 31st January , 1976 , under 
article 356 of the Constitution , in relation to the State of Tamil Nadu 
declaring inter alia that the powers of the Legislature of the State shall 
be exercisable by or under the authority of Parliament. Parliament has , 
under article 357 ( 1) ( a ) of the Constitution , now conferred on the Presi 
dent, the powers of the Legislature of the State of Tamil Nadu to make 
laws vide the Tamil Nadu State Legislature (Delegation of Powers ) Act , 
1976 (41 of 1976 ) . 


In view of the urgency of the matter , it is not practicable to consult 
the Consultative Committee of Parliament on Tamil Nadu Legislation , 
This measure is accordingly being enacted without reference to the Con 
sultative Committee .
